Cotton Alone Shows $3,651,000,000
| in Shipments to Foreign Lands.

i Nine billlon dollars’ worth of agril-
cultural products have been exported
from the United States during the last
ten years, those exported in the fiscal
| year 1909 having alona mmounted to
practlcally $900,000,000, against less
| than $8300,000,000 in 1849

The above statement summarizes tho
risults of a special compllation made
by the Bureau of Statistics of the De-
partment of Commerce and Labor
showing the exports of the principal
products of agricultural origin In the
perlod from 1898 tg 1000, The exporis
of agricultural prodoets as & whole
have Incrensed from  $785,000,000 In
1899, to $508.000,000 In 1909, the high-
est record having been made In 1907,
when the total exceeded $1.,000,000,000,
or, to be exact, $1,049,000,000

While the general agrleultural group
thus shows a gain of over $100,000,000
durlng the deecade under review, it
must not be understood that the
growth applles to all or even a large
share of the lmportant items. On the
contrary, most of the staple farm prod-
uets used for food, such as breadstuffs,
meants and' lve cattle, ghow decreased
exportdtions durlng the period, the

| There Must Be Loecal Co-uperation to
Make It Effective,

'nder the present Federal system of
meat inspection during the past year
86,000,000 animals were inspected at
the time of slaughter and 1,000,000
were condemned in whole or in part.
Oa re-lnspection more than 256,000,000
pounds of meat and meal products
| were condemned which had become un-
| wholegome since inspection at the timae
of sloughter.
